However  drange  it  may  appear,  neither  of  his  legs  were  broken;  but  both  were  much 
tumefied  and  inflamed.  The  skin  was  abraded,  and  there  appeared  an  effufion  of  blood 
to  fome  didance  around  the  parts.  The  pulfe  was  quickened  ;  the  (kin  very  hot  and  dry, 
and  the  child  complained  of  great  third.
